Vasiness of Hed Cross Work.

Iiut from the report at hand, which
takes in only the first of the Aghting
by Americans, the man or woman who
has contributed a dollar bhere and a
dollar thers may learn upon what a
vast seale of humanitarian enterprise
the money contributed wns expended.

10,000 Neds Provided,

“As to the American Army. the
work has been enormous and is In-
areaning. For many months wo were
told that the Ned Cross would not he
expeoted to put up any hospituls in
Frunce, At the present moment the
Red Cross lins anpproximately 10,000
hospital beds operating for the Ameri-
can wsoldler. During one period of
about twd weeks 13,000 American sol-
diers went through Red Cross hos-
pitals,

“Milllons of dressings have been
glven out; thousands and thousands
of splints to the American Army; sup-
plies wuch ns those mentioned above
In large numbers; food, service In the
hoapitals, heme service for the men In
France wherehy theler families can ba
helped in case of trouble, latters to the
franilies of those who are wounded or
killed, and thousands and thousands of
articles which the Amerioan soldier
will never know came from his Red
Cross have been used by him. I clte
an inatamnce of a time when the army
was short of ether and was furnished
20,000 tine by the American Red Cross,

“There is nothing spectacular about
that sort of service, but it 1s fundn-
mental in Its help to4he American sol-
dier, and it has gone on every day in
Inereasing amount.

“Up to the arrival of American sol-
diers at the fighting front n great part
of American Red Crogs woth in
France was devoted to the clvil na well
as the military sufferers of the country,
The scourge of tuberculosis recelved
ita early attentlon, also the reeducat-
ing of French soldiers rendered snlmost
helpless hy their wounds, and the
reclamation and care of orphaned and
mick children. The report cites this
detall as to a part of the aid ren-
dered to men made helpless.

“Malmed and shattered for the rest
of their lives, thelr sliuatlon wans, In
many, many cases, pitiable, Plinded,
muany of them with legs or urms gone,
thers were, It was estimated, more thun
300,000 of these men who could never
follow thelr trades or professions
again, and swvould becoms not only a
biurden to themselves and thelr fami-
lies, but to a natlon which, gratefcl to
them as !t was, nevertheless already
had its finances drained to the utmost
and could see no cessation of the d=ain
upon its resources,

"The American Red Croas was called
upon to help these men, to cheer them
by material nid, to resducate them,
If possible, In new trades, new lines of
endeavor in which they could earn a

Hving and become self-supporting
onve more, hence happy and cen-
tented.”

Perashing's Army Moves Up.

Ultimately Gen. Pershing's first con-
tingent of regulars, the vanguard of
America’s great army that was to
come into the war, moved from Ita
training sectors on up to the fightink
line, and the Hed Cross took up the
task which “Is the very heart of its
organization.® The report continues:

“When there are American wounded
to care for it functions day and night.
It is propared always to rush cmer-
gency orders of hospital, medical and
aurgltal supplies to any point where
they are needed, elther for its own
hoapitals or to the UUnited States army
hospltals. During Lig night attacks
trips to ths front with camlon lowds
of materials are nut uncommon, and
in recent great battles this work has
been the very essence of Red Cross
relief,

“This account covers roughly the
period up to the beginning of 1918, but
takes small account of what was per-
hiipsi the Hed Cross's greatest accom-
pUshment, numnely, the provision It
was making for the future.
